CHICAGO—(fl1)—Heat waves billow- 


ed with vigor over most of the nation 
Saturday. 


Tho season's most protracted heat 


spell has already taken 114 lives and 
has caused hundreds of prostrations. 


Health Hints 


The present widespread heat wave 


has led Dr. Robert A. Fraser, chief 
medical director of the New York 
Life Insurance Company, to issue a 
health warning, cautioning every one 
to take simple safeguards that their 
health may not be impaired by the ex- 
trcmu temperatures, 


'Dr. Fraser offers ten health hints 


for hot weather that are easily follow- 
ed by young and old. They are: 


1. Take it easy—don't rush around. 
2. Wear a hat out in the sun. 
3. Wear cool, loose fitting clothes. 
4. Get plenty of rest and sleep. 
5. Eat moderately of easily digest- 


ed foods. 


6. Drink plenty of cool (nut ice 


cold) liquids. 


7. Exercise moderately. 
8. Take frequent tepitl (not cold) 


baths. 


9. Do not slay in direct sunshine 


for long periods. 


10. Avoid large meetings in poorly 


ventilated auditoriums. 


"If all of us would observe these 


rules," Dr. Fraser said, 'our general 
physical condition would be vastly 
improved and we would be able to 
withstand hot weather with much less 
difficulty." 


In commenting on his leu health 


hints for hot waether, Dr. Fraser feels 
that children are more apt ID forget 
rules five and six, which arc extreme- 
ly important for them, while adults 
are very likely to ignore rules one, 
two and frequently six.

Hope for Earhart 
and Noonan Fades 


Navy Officers Announce 


There Is Scant Hope 


for Flyers 


HONOLULU. — (IP) — Three navy 


planes were ordered over tho major 
group of the Phoonlx Islands Saturday 
in search of Amelia Earhart. 


If these searchers don't reveal a 


trace of the aviatrix and her navigator, 
Fredrick J. Noonan, round-the-world 
flyers missing eight days, naval of- 
ficers said there was a scant hope of 
their being found. 


A projected search will be started by 


62 planes from the aircraft carrier 
Lexington, speeding toward the tropic 
waters from Hawaii. 


Meanwhile, criticism of Miss Ear- 


hart's flight and the navy's conduct 
of the search was voiced in the house 
of representatives in Washington. 


Rep. 
Collins (D-Miss.) objected to 


the time necessdry to get planes intot 
the search and said America would 
have slight chance of winning a war 
if its air force performed no better 
than the naval forces seeking the 
aviatrix. 


"Miss Earhart was forced down in 


easy flying distance of Honolulu more 
than a week ago," he said, "and if 
news accounts can bo believed only 
three planes have reached the spot." 


A navy flying boat which started 


out from Honolulu was turned back 
several days ago by a severe storm. 


Rep. Scott <D-Calif.) said it is time 


for someone in authority to announce 
the navy will not hunt for "publicity 
stunt" flyers.

For six 
days the world waited anxiously for 
word of the missing men, and King 
George V. sent condolences to Hawk1- 
er*s wife, before a Danish steamer- 
brought them safely to English waters.!

Lost Three Weeks 


Arctic wastes have hidden the fates 


of several aerial adventurers from the 
world for even longer periods. While 
attempting the first flight over the 
North Pole, Lincoln Ellsworth and 
Roald Amundsen were forced to land 
without reaching their goal. One ship 
was disabled and the other was heavily 
weighted with ice and snow. For three 
weeks no word came from the missing 
party until a sealer broadcast, on June 
17, 1925, that the men were safe. 
Amundsen later gave his life in an 
Arctic search for General Nobile, and 
Ellsworth kept the world in suspense 
for several weeks during his success- 
ful South Pole flight. 


Round-the-world flyers Maj. Fred- 


crick L. Martin and Sergt. Alva L. 
Harvey disappeared for three days in 
1924 after crashing into an Alaskan 
mountain. 
The two men struggled 


through the wilderness to reach Port 
Mollcr on the Bering Sea. 


Balloonist* Long Lost 


Balloonists held the spotlight of 


world attention in December, 1920, 
when Lieut. Louis A. Kloor, com- 
mander, Liteut. Walter Hinton and 
Lieut. Stephen A. Farrell disappeared 
in a U. S. Navy balloon over New York 
state. Nearly two weeks elapsed be- 
fore word came from Ontario, Canada, 
that they were returning to civiliza- 
tion. 


The Bremen, bearing the German- 


Irish flyers Baron Gunther von Hucne- 
feld, Hermann Kochl and James E. 
Fitzmaurice, lost contact with civili- 
Jjation for a brief period in 1928 on 
the flight from Ireland to Greeley Isl- 
and. 


Wilderness Secrets 


Capt. E. J. A. Burke gave his life 


on an ill-fated survey trip over north- 
ern British Columbia in 1930. En- 
countored a snow-storm, Burke land- 
ed his pontoon-equipped ship on a 
river, crashing against a hidden rock. 
Burke became ill, and died as Emil 
Kading, engineer, and Robert Marten, 
a prospector, battled December snows j 
and starvation in a weary two-month 
trek through untracked wilderness. A 
rescue pilot, Everett Wasson, finally 
sighted their campfire and directed 
rescuers to them.

A Revealing Study of Fascism's Ideal* 


The most complete and dispassionate 


study of the real meaning of Fascism 
hat I have yet seen is contained in 
"The Spirit and Structure of German 
Tascism," by Robert A. Brady (Vik- 
ng Press: $3). 
Unlike most writers on the subject, 


Mr. Brady keeps his emotions under 
control. He is out to show what Fas- 
cism is, how it comes and why it 
comes, and he does it with complete 
and scholarly thoroughness. 


Fascism, he makes clear, is a politi- 


cal revolution but not a social revolu- 
tion. It is nothing more or less than 
the imposition of monopoly capital- 
ism's will upon the struggling masses; 
it is the coercion by which mononoply 
capitalism makes sure that the means 
of production will remain in private 
hands. 


It replaces democracy, he continues, 


when and if monopoly capitalism is 
unable to keep the masses "disciplin- 
ed" under a democratic form of gov- 
ernment. For when the conflict of in- 
terests between monopoly capitalism 
and the workers grow acute, the free- 
dom of a democracy means that capi- 
talism's privileges will be sharply 
challenged; capitalism, accordingly, 
throws freedom overboard and finds 
safety in a dictatorship. 


Professor Brady's examinatino of the 


way it happened in Germany is clear 
and complete. And then, drawing his 
analogies, he comes to the question—* 
"Can 
it happen here?" 


His answer js: it can, very easily, 


and probably will, unless believers in 
democracy awake and bestir themsel- 
ves. The setup favors it. The trend 
is in that direction. If we continue to 
drift, witiiout realizing how close 
Fascism is, we may drift straight in- 
to it.

China to Buy Much 


of America's Gold 


In Return United States 


to Receive Silver 


From China

Kung, Chinese Finance Minister, an- 
nounced Friday conclusion of an agree- 
ment under which China will buy a 
substantial amount of this country's 
gold. 


In a joint statement the Chinese and 


American fiscal heads said that the 
United States would buy silver from 
China in addition ot that already be-- 
ing acquired under the original Chi- 
nese silver agreement effected last 
May. 


Morgenthau and Kung declined at 


a press conference to reveal how much 
of the Treasury's $12,300,000,000 (bil- 
lions) gold hoard would be sold to 
China or how much Chinese silver 
this country would acquire. 


Purpose of the agreement, the joint 


statement said, is to assist in stabiliz- 
ing currency relationships and to aug- 
ment the gold reserves of the Chinese 
Central Bank. 


Kung said the gold acquired from 


the United States would be left on 
deposit in this country. 


He explained it could be used as a 


reserve behind Chinese currency, re- 
gardless of where it was stored. 


Gold sold to China, Morgenthau said, 


will come from the Treasury's inac- 
tive gold account, which now contains 
about $1,144,000,000 (billions) of the 
metal. 


The inactive gold fund was started 


last December to prevent heavy gold 
inflows from artificially bolstering the 
domestic credit supply. 


Both Morgenthau and Kung ex- 


pressed gratification over results of 
the original Chinese silver agreement.

Albert 


Wheat Crop to Be 
Largest in 6 Years 


Corn Estimate Is Billion 


More Bushels Than 


Last Year" 


WASmNoTON.*: OT ^ Goyernmen 


experts predicted this year's haryest 
will fill the country's grain ,bing. 


They forecast the fargest wheat crop 


in six years, 882,000,000 bushels, and 
the largest corn iirop since 1532, 2571 - 
851,000 bushels. 


"The production of the princtpa 


crops will be much greater than in 
recent drouth years, 1S33, 1934 ane 
1936," the federal crpp reporting board 
announced, "and about equal to the 
average production during the, 1928-32 
period." 


Unless usual weather conditions up- 


set the government estimates, the crop 
board said, farmers will produce -en- 
ough this year to meet prospective 
needs. 


The wheat estimate was about 250 • 


000,000 bushels above last year's pro- 
duction and nearly 20,000,000 bushels 
above the average for 1928-32. This 
wheat is needed, the board said, to in- 
crease short reverses and feed live- 
stock until corn is available. 


The estimated corn crop oi 2,571 - 


351,000 bushels would be more than a 
billion bushels larger than the drbuth- 
shwtened production of last year, and 
slightly larger than the 1928-32 aver- 
age of 2,554,772,000.
